It is unclear as to whether each of the elements is 
comprised in a navigation server or a vehicle navigation 
device .

Regarding the recitation "calculating a route... as a 
function of the selection of the respective map element", 
it is unclear as to what is meant by calculating as a 
function. 

[Regarding claims 8 and 9] 

Regarding the recitation "the second route", claim 7 
in which claims 8 and 9 are dependent on do not recite 
"second' route". Thus, it is unclear as to what "the 
second route" is indicating. 

[Regarding claim 10] 

Regarding the recitation "the method of claim 7 
further comprising allowing a user to select a respective 
map element using the vehicle navigation system", it is 
unclear as to What is meant by the "method" comprising 
allowing , 
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(It Is suggested to amenfl to "further comprising the step 
of allowing", or the like.) 

[Regaraing alaim 20] 

It is unclear as to whether the "display connected 
with the navigation server" is an element oomprised by 
the "vehicle navigation system". 

[Regarding claim 27] 

It is unclear as to whether the "input device" and 
the "display" are elements comprising by the "vehicle 
navigation system" . 

Regarding the recitation "a navigation system 
comprising: a first signal i.,. a second signal;... a third 
signal", since a "signal" is not a material hardware 
resource, it is unclear as to what kind of matter is 
meant by a navigation system comprising a "signal" itself. 

[Regarding claim 28] 

Regarding the recitation "the selection of a 
respective map element avoids the selected map element in 
the second route", it is unclear as to what is meant by 
the selection avoiding , 

[Regarding claim 29] 

Regarding the recitation "the selection o£ a 
respective map element includes the selected map element 
in the second route", it is unclear as to what is meant 
by the selection including a map element. 

[Regarding claim 37] 

Regarding the recitation "an input device connected 
with a navigation server the input device operable to 
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allow a user to enter a trip destination", the underlined 
portion is recognized as being unnecessary.
